Who Uses Form 470:
Form 470 is for use by offi  ceholders and candidates 
who:
• do not have a controlled commiƩ ee;
• do not receive contribuƟ ons totaling $1,000 or 

more during the calendar year; and
• do not spend $1,000 or more during the calendar 

year.

Offi  ceholders and candidates who have a controlled 
commiƩ ee or who have raised or spent $1,000 fi le the 
Recipient CommiƩ ee Statement – Form 460.

ExcepƟ on:
The following individuals seeking or holding offi  ce are 
not required to fi le campaign disclosure statements 
(Form 470 or Form 460).
• candidates for county central commiƩ ee offi  ces that 

do not raise or spend $1,000 or more in a calendar 
year.

• offi  ceholders whose salaries are less than $200 per 
month and judicial candidates who have not made 
or received contribuƟ ons or made expenditures 
during non-elecƟ on years; and

• judges who do not receive contribuƟ ons and who 
make personal expenditures of less than $1,000 or 
more in non-elecƟ on years.

Period Covered:
The period covered is always the calendar year 
(January 1 through December 31).

$1,000 Threshold:
To determine if $1,000 has been raised or spent, or 
will be raised or spent, the candidate’s personal funds 
for the fi ling fee or statement of qualifi caƟ ons are 
excluded. 

A campaign bank account must be established if the 
candidate receives contribuƟ ons from other persons. 

When to File:
Ensure campaign deadlines are met.  Go to www.fppc.
ca.gov for campaign disclosure fi ling schedules.

If the Form 470 is fi led in connecƟ on with an elecƟ on, 
or on or before the fi ling deadline for the fi rst 
campaign statement required for the calendar year, no 
addiƟ onal campaign statements need be fi led for that 
calendar year as long as total contribuƟ ons received 
remain less than $1,000 and total expenditures made 
remain less than $1,000.  In most cases, July 31 is 
the fi ling deadline for the fi rst campaign statement 
required to be fi led by offi  ceholders and candidates 
not being voted upon.

The Form 470 is fi led in connecƟ on with an elecƟ on if 
it is fi led with the declaraƟ on of candidacy, or as a fi rst 
preelecƟ on statement in connecƟ on with an elecƟ on, 
covering the year of the elecƟ on.  If, aŌ er fi ling Form 
470, receipts or expenditures reach $1,000 or more, 
see the aƩ ached Form 470 Supplement for important 
reporƟ ng requirements.

Where to File:

AddiƟ onal Copies:
A copy of the Form 470 must also be fi led with the 
candidate’s county of domicile’s fi ling offi  cer. CalPERS 
and CalSTRS board candidates must fi le a copy of the 
Form 470 with the relevant CalPERS or CalSTRS offi  ce 
and not the candidate’s county of domicile.  

Local ElecƟ ons:
• Elected offi  cers and candidates for local mulƟ -

county agencies fi le an original and one copy with 
the elecƟ on offi  cial for the county with the largest 
number of registered voters in the district and one 
copy with the candidate’s county of domicile.

• Elected county offi  ceholders and candidates for 
county offi  ces fi le an original and one copy with the 
elecƟ on offi  cial for that county.

• Elected city offi  ceholders and candidates for city 
offi  ces fi le an original and one copy with the city 
clerk.

Note:  A local agency may impose addiƟ onal 
requirements including electronic fi ling.
